WILLIAM  CARPENTER,  born  in  England  1605.  who  came  to 
America  in  the  s-hip  Bcvis  163S,  with  wife  Abigail,  three  children,  (and 
a)  his  father  William,  who  returned  to  England,)  was  progenitor  ot 
th  k<ehoboth  Carpenter  family.  Three  of  his  seven  children  were 
born  in  England,  viz :  John,  b.  162S;  William,  b.  1631 ;  Joseph,  b. 
i6>;  ~  i-orn  in  Weymouth.  Mass.,  were  Hannah,  b.  1640;  Abiah  and 
Abigail,  b.  1643,  and  Samuel,  b.  1644,  in  Rehobolh,  Mass.,  of  which 
William,  sen.  was  one  of  the  fust  settlers  and  a  leading,  influential 
man,  being  Town  Clerk  from  1643  to  1649.  and  doing  largely  the  legal 
business  of  the  Town  or  Colony.     He  died  Feb.  7.  1659. 

WILLIAM  CARPENTER,  Jr.,   (son  Wm.  and   Abigail  above, j 

born  in  England  1631 ,  lived  in  Rehcboth.  Mass.,  where  he  died  Jan. 
26.  1703,  a.  e.  72;  m.  Priscilla  Bennett,  Oct.  5,  1651.  She  died  Oct. 
20,  1663;  he  m.  2d  Miriam  Searle*,  Dec.  10,  1663,  who  died  May  1. 
1722,  a.  e.  93. 

He  was  a  man  of  superior  ability,  accurate  in  business,  and  a 
reliable  councellor,  deacon  of  the  church,  and  often  deputy  to  the 
General  Court.  ,

1730.  in  Coventry,  Conn,  lie  was  in  the  French  and 
Indian  War,  taken  prisoner  and  released  1757.  m.  Abia  Porierjan.  i?. 
1758,  purchased  a  farm  tor  £400  in  Tolland,  Conn.,  (where  he  resided 
Iwenty-five  years  and  where  all  his  children  were  horn.)  lie  purchased 
a  large  farm  in  Lebanon  (now  Columbia;  March  3,  17S3,  where  he  liscd 
until  his  death  Sept.  16,  iSo_j.  a.  e    74. 

He  marched  tor  the  relief  of  Boston  1775.  for  five  days  :  he  served 
also  for  a  time  in  Revolution  in  company  commanded  bi  Lieut.  Morris 
of  the  1 1  tli  regiment. 

He  changed  his  church  relations  from  Tolland  to  Columbia.  Conn.. 
Aug.  3.  17S3,  and  was  a  leading  influential  man  in  society.

[  of  Rehoboth.  who  came  to  America  in  the  ship  "Bevis"'  in  i<3$  with 
William  Carpenter,  thus  reuniting  by  marriage  in  the  5th  generation, 
the  families  associated  in  the  lirst.  ''Mr.  Fuller  was  a  man  of  large 
means  and  influence  in  his  native  town  of  Lebanon,  Conn.,  where  h<. 
carried  on  an  extensive  business  at  farming,  tanning  and  shoemaking. 
He  m.  Fhebe  Sprague,  De:.  S,  1774.  ^'e  m-  2C*  w**e  Wealthy  Car- 
penter, dau.  of  Dan,  March  31,  1785,  who  died  April  7,  1836,  a.  e.  77. 
"A  woman  who  through  life,  to  her  last  day,  carried  in  manner  a  com- 
'nanding  respect  and  an  inviting  love,  fascinating  to  all  in  her  presence." 
10  Bays  a  personal  observer.
